Oarsome Atlantic adventure 


A daredevil student is joining 
a friend in a tough bid to row 
across the Atlantic Ocean, 
writes Nicholas Bieber 


A daring University of 
Northampton graduate who 
had never picked up an oar 
before is preparing to spend 
two months contending with 
hungry sharks, gigantic 
whales, hurricane-strength 
storms and 50ft-waves as he 
attempts to row across the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

James Whittle, 24, from 
Olney in Buckinghamshire, 
has teamed up with friend 
Tom Caulfield, 25, from Bristol, to 
take part in the 2015 Talisker 
Whiskey Challenge - a 3,000-mile 
rowing race from the Canary Islands 
to the Caribbean island of Antigua. 

The gruelling voyage is widely 
known as the toughest race on 
Earth, and is guaranteed to push 
James and Tom to their absolute 
limits both mentally and physically. 

The pair, who will be rowing as 
The Tempest Two, will set off in 
December and row 24 hours a day in 
shifts of two hours-on and two 
hours-off for up to 60 days. 

“We have never rowed before, but 
it doesn’t make us nervous as we 



understand that this journey, like 
most things in life, are made possi¬ 
ble or impossible in your head,” said 
James. 

“Having said that, this is an 
almighty feat that we are not taking 
lightly in any sense. We are training 
five-to-six days a week to get physi¬ 
cally fit enough to row 12 hours a 
day each. 

“We will not be novices by the time 
we start the row. We really want to 
use this journey as an opportunity 
to show that anyone can do any¬ 


thing if they want to enough. 

“If you want to do something 
enough, then you can make it hap¬ 
pen - so many people have advised 
us against doing this row and we are 
constantly told how stupid we are 
being, but you have to put that aside 
and find the real reasons you want 
to pursue the activity.” 

To enter the race, The Tempest Two 
need to raise £120,000 to pay for the 
boat and other essential items, 
including food packs for energy. 

After that, ah sponsorship will be 


split between the Make-A-Wish 
Foundation and Brian Tumour 
Research, with the duo aiming to 
raise £200,000 for the two charities. 

James, who studied Sports 
Marketing at the University of 
Northampton, said: “Brain Tumour 
Research is a cause that is close to 
my heart because my mum suffered 
from a brain tumour while I was at 
university. Thankfully, she is in 
remission and has beaten the 
tumour - so this is my way of saying 
thank you to the charity.”

Closure fear for 
town’s foodbank

Managers at The 
Northampton Foodbank 
admit they don’t know 
where thousands of adults 
and children will go for 
emergency food and 
drink beyond this sum¬ 
mer. 

The town’s foodbank 
handed out 4,000 parcels 
last year, which reached 
6,000 adults and 3,000 
children. 

But despite the number 


doubling each year since 
2012, funds are quickly 
running out. 

In 2013, two years of 
funding were pledged by 
Northamptonshire 
County Council, but due 
to tighter restrictions on 
funding being given out 
from Central Government 
to local authorities, the 
funding won’t be renewed. 

This means if the charity 
that runs Northampton 
Foodbank - Reistore 
Northampton - doesn’t 
receive any major funding 


by mid-summer, it will 
have to give notice of clo¬ 
sure. 

Anya Willis, the director 
of Reistore Northampton, 
said: “The latest figures 
indicate thatNorthampton 
Food Bank are meeting 
the immediate needs of 35 
per cent of the children 
living in poverty in the 
town, but there has been 
no funding secured for 
2015/16, threatening the 
future of these services.”

Eccentric Party 
leader in town 



The leader of the Eccentric 
Party, Lord Toby Jug has 
backed his Northampton can¬ 
didate's idea to turn Kettering 
Road into a canal. 

Lord Jug voiced his backing 
of the bizarre idea during a 
campaign visit to the town on 
Tuesday to drum up more 
Eccentric Party candidates 
and meet voters. 

He joined Lord Bungle, his 
party's candidate contesting 
for the Kingsley Ward at the 
borough elections, who came 
up with the canal idea.

“On Saturday left base camp at 8.30pm - 
quake hit us at 11.55 - thankfully had left a high 
ridge pass and was on the glacier when it hit- 
heard avalanche all around including the killer one 
behind us at base camp... close call... danger as 
still have rock fall from aftershocks.”

Helicopter rescue 
for county expert

A woman has been left shaken after nar¬ 
rowly escaping death by just two hours in 
the devastating Nepal earthquake. 

Hayley Saul, an archaeologist from 
Spratton, had left Langtang village in 
Kathmandu on Saturday just 120 minutes 
before it was completely wiped out in the 7.8 
magnitude quake. 

The 32-year-old, who specialises in 
Himalayan archaeology, had been trekking 
with her friend Emma Waterton and their 
guide en route to Lama Hotel - the next vil¬ 
lage on the trail - when disaster struck. 

Her sister Emma Price, 34, of Abington, 
told the H&P: “She left the village just in 
time. It has been completely destroyed and 
I’ve heard 2,000 people were there when the 
quake hit. 

“Parts of the path my sister and her friend 
was trekking on had gone. 

“Huge boulders flying all over the place 
blocking their paths. 


“It took them six hours to get to the hotel, 
and when they did their guide found out 
he’d lost his family. It really is unimagina¬ 
ble.” 

When the team arrived at the hotel, Hayley 
then left a voicemail on her sister’s mobile 
phone, telling her she was trapped at the 
hotel and urging her to call the British 
Embassy and get helicopters to rescue them. 

The team then slept out all night in the 
freezing temperatures because the hotel 
had been damaged by the quake. 

Helicopters came to their rescue on 
Sunday afternoon and took them to the 
British embassy in Kathmandu. The embas¬ 
sy arranged for their flights home yesterday. 

Emma said: “Me and my parents are so 
relieved they are safe. It has been a night¬ 
mare.” 

Hayley, who had been in the mountains of 
Kathmandu on a project to investigate 
Himalayan archaeology, has spent most of 
her life in her birthplace of Northants. 

She spent the last 10 years in York studying 
archaeology and working as a researcher 
before moving to Australia in January

I don’t know about you, 
but I am always a little 
surprised when I read in 
the local paper or see on 
the local news that a 
particular high profile 
politician has come to 
Northampton with little 
or no notice being given 
to the local peopl,e and 
more than that we are 
never invited to the 
debate. 

Maybe it is because 
election time is a strange 
time of year, it seems to 
me as though the candi¬ 
dates spend their time 
prior to the election sea¬ 
son trying to connect 
with local people within 
their ward and then sud¬ 
denly as the countdown 
begins to the general or 
local election they 
become very detached 
in their approach. 

To me the arrival of 
high profile politicians 
such as Theresa May 
and Angela Eagle to the 
town represents a type 
of pretend politics. It is a 
kind of rubbish spin, 
which goes along the 
lines of “Hey 
Northampton, we are 
such great political par¬ 
ties, with such amazing 
local politicians, that 
the great and wonderful 
[insert name] has come 
to show their support”. 

What they don’t say is 
that you, the local com¬ 
munity, will not be able 
to speak in the arranged 
debate or have your 
voice heard. 


Speaking to the con¬ 
verted does nothing to 
tackle the political apa¬ 
thy that is rife across the 
country. It makes me 
wonder what are the tra¬ 
ditional parties scared 
of? Also it raises the 
question of what the 
political parties view as 
democracy. 

If you only speak to the 
converted and you stifle 
real debate how can real 
democracy and repre¬ 
sentation exist? 

More than that it leaves 
me worried that actual¬ 
ly, whilst the politicians 
talk about wanting peo¬ 
ple to register to vote, 
whilst they speak about 
their policies reflecting 
local people within their 
ward, their actions do 
not match. 

What the traditional 
parties were not expect¬ 
ing was the birth of a 
new kind of politics, by 
that I mean the arrival of 
occupy, anonymous, 
and grassroots cam¬ 
paigns such as 999 Call 
for the NHS and Focus 
E15 mothers, all of 
whom offer a practical 
solidarity rather than a 
leaflet through the door. 

The mainstream par¬ 
ties need to be afraid, 
because if they don’t 
stop the spin and begin 
real meaningful politi¬ 
cal engagement, then 
this general and local 
election may see the 
death of traditional 
party politics.

Willey celebrates call-up 
by England with victory

Northamptonshire all-rounder 
David Willey has won his first 
international call up after being 
included in the England squad - 
and he celebrated in fine style by 
helping his county to victory over 
Leicestershire. 

The Northampton born player 
has long been tipped to break into 
the England set-up after fine per¬ 
formances with both bat and ball 
and he has been named in a new 
look party for a one day interna¬ 
tional against Ireland in Dublin on 
May 8. 

News of his call-up broke on 
Tuesday - day three of the 
Leicestershire game - and that 
afternoon he blasted 88 from 79 
balls which proved to be a key 
innings as Northants beat the 
Foxes by 92 runs to claim their first 
win of the season in Division Two 


of the County Championship. 

The international recognition 
means Willey follows in the foot¬ 
steps of his dad, Peter, who played 
26 tests and 26 ODIs for England. 

“I am obviously delighted and 
honoured to receive the call up as 
it has been a life long ambition to 
wear an England shirt,” said 
Willey. 

“I have worked so hard with 
training and on my fitness over the 
winter so it is great to be rewarded 
so early on during the season. 

“Cricket is my passion so to play 
for my home county and be recog¬ 
nised by my country is the ulti¬ 
mate accolade. 

“The fact that I’m following in my 
dad’s footsteps makes it even 
sweeter.” 

Willey is the first 
Northamptonshire player to be 
named in a full England squad 
since Monty Panesar played in the 
2009 Ashes series. 

There are six potential debutants 
in the initial 11 man squad, with 
many top names missing due to 


their current involvement on 
England’s test match tour in the 
West Indies. 

Nottinghamshire batsman James 
Taylor has been named as skipper 
in place of regular ODI captain 
Eoin Morgan, who is turning out 
for Indian Premier League side 
Sunrisers Hyderabad. 

“I think everyone knows it was a 
bit of a disappointing winter for 
the England side and there are 
some new faces, obviously largely 
because the guys are in the West 
Indies,” said Willey 

“But some opportunities are 
there for us and it would just be a 
pleasure to get out there and get an 
England cap. 

“I’d like to think I might not have 
been far away before [a back injury 
in 2013]. 

“Personally I was playing fairly 
well at the back end of 2013 in one 
day cricket, but that’s how sport 
works, you get injured, miss out 
and start at the bottom of the pile 
again.” 

Northants head coach David 


Ripley added: “We are really proud 
that David’s immense talent and 
hard work has been acknowledged 
by the ECB. 

“Everyone in the changing room 
will be wishing him luck and fol¬ 
lowing his progress.” 

Willey’s 88 followed his maiden 
first class century in the opening 
County Championship draw 
against Gloucestershire and 
helped Northants to their first win 
in four day cricket since August 
2013, after last season’s winless 
campaign in Division One ended 
in relegation. 

The success came after 
Leicestershire established a first 
innings lead thanks to bowling 
Northamptonshire out for 251 and 
then posting 305 themselves. 

Willey’s knock was the highlight 
of Northants’ second total of 429 
though and they then rolled 
Leicestershire out for just 283 to 
confirm their victory.

Lee Dickson said reaching 200 
appearances for Saints on the same 
day as his son's birthday was a ‘pret¬ 
ty special' feeling. 

The scrum-half brought up the 
milestone when Northampton beat 
Saracens 25-20 in front of a bumper 
crowd at stadiummk in Milton 
Keynes on Saturday. 

“It’s hard to explain the feelings,” 
said Dickson afterwards. 

“Not many people in this day and 
age get to 200 appearances for one 
club, so it’s pretty special, especially 
at a club with such high standards 
like Northampton. 

“Dylan Hartley and Stephen Myler 
have hit that milestone and I’m now 
fortunate to have joined that club as 
well. It’s phenomenal for me, espe¬ 
cially because it was on the same day 


as my little boy’s birthday. It was a bit 
of a strange day, opening presents 
with him in the morning, then having 
a few nerves before the game, but it’s 
something I’m going to cherish for the 
rest of my life.” 

Dickson is the third player in the 
current squad to break the 200 bar¬ 
rier although he is only the 53rd man 
to do so in the club’s history. 

A number of others have passed the 
century mark at Franklin’s Gardens 
in recent times though and Dickson 
believes this long term stability has 
been a key factor in the success the 
club has achieved as they look to 
defend their Premiership title. 

“I’ve been here seven years now, 
and the core of the squad has been 
here a long time as well,” he said. 

“It reflects well on the club that 
we’ve been keeping hold of good, 
English talent, as well as bringing in 
good players like Kahn [Fotuali’i] 
George [Pisi] and Samu [Manoa] to 
add to the blend. 


“People want to stay here, want to 
play for the club and get to 100, 200 
appearances. 

“It shows on the pitch, too, and we 
know how each other plays - I must 
have played with Stephen [Myler] 100 
times now.” 

With two games left in the 
Premiership season leaders Saints 
have guaranteed a place in the play¬ 
offs as they are now 12 points clear of 
fifth placed Exeter Chiefs. 

There is still a home semi-final - 
achieved by finishing in the top two 
- to play for though, although this 
too is all but in the bag as they have a 
five point lead over second placed 
Bath and a nine point advantage over 
third placed Saracens.

Chris Wilder’s side started like drips under a 
suitably heavy April downpour as goalkeeper 
Shwan Jalal’s ponderous kick was blocked by 
Stuart Beavon with Cobblers’ Zander Diamond 
turning the resultant cross into his own net. 

Northampton fans have seen some horrors on 
the Burton away terrace, not least calamity 
Chris Dunn dropping the ball over the line in 
2009 when Northampton were also 3-0 down at 
half time. Yet, son of former Cobbler Stuart 
Beavon forcing an own goal out of ex-Burton 
man Diamond is up there with the worst. 

The shoe army had chanted about ruining 



Burton’s party but the home side were having a 
ball. Lucas Akins, Burton’s rangy winger, 
caused havoc in the first quarter with former 
FC Den Bosch forward Nasser El Khayati a sub¬ 
tly gifted presence on the left. 

Burton appeared like Cobblers in Ian Atkins’ 
brighter years, compelling viewing, yet the 


Brewers swapped Atko’s brawn for elegant 
approach play. 

On 21 minutes, Beavon flicked marginally 
over while a Brewers’ goal was chalked off min¬ 
utes later for offside. 

Northampton’s end of season jolly had hit a 
flat note with a fan’s inflatable saxophone tan¬ 
gled in the away end net the closest the 
Northampton connection imposed on any goal 
in the first half. 

Burton showed their precision in open play 
extended to set pieces on 31 minutes when Phil 
Edwards turned an El Khayati corner in off the 
post for their second. 

The Brewers, who share a training base with 
the national side at St George’s Park, were a 
step ahead of the opposition like an England 
qualifying match against Eastern European 
minnows. This was highlighted when El 
Khayati hopped over a desperate Ivan Toney 
lunge tackle. 

Alas, Cobblers’ left back Evan Horwood was 
equally clumsy bringing down Akins for a 41st 
minute penalty, hooking out a foot with no 
challenge required. 

Akins sent the penalty to Jalal’s right while 
also sending various Cobblers fans to the exits 
and the pub nearby. 

The Pirelli Stadium half-time P.A playing the 
Oily Murs dirge ‘Up’ was enough to drive those 
remaining to drink down in the away end bar 
while Wilder gave his side a rollicking in the 


bowels of the main stand. 

Yet Cobblers have perfected a party trick of 
playing for 45 minute periods and came out fir¬ 
ing in the second half. Wilder performed spinal 
surgery by replacing Lee Collins and Diego De 
Girolamo with Ryan Cresswell and Marc 
Richards. 

Richards in particular made Burton back off, 
freeing Lawson D’Ath for a 54th minute chest 
and volley goal unlikely to be bettered in 
League Two on the day. 

The roar from the shoe army would have 
reached those outside drowning their sorrows 
with a Burton ale but there was to be no fight- 
back this time. Northampton had been undone 
by a dire first half and couldn’t match Albion in 
their possession play. 

Burton have reaped the benefit of patient club 
building (play-off semi-finalists two years ago, 
finalists last year) while Northampton’s vari¬ 
ous squad overhauls have provided little foun¬ 
dation for progression. 

Chris Wilder has talked of making inroads 
towards emulating Burton’s success but the 
Brewers, with no debt, fantastic training facili¬ 
ties and award-winning community outreach 
are already streets ahead. 

Meanwhile those in the pub, who avoided the 
Cobblers’ bitter end, raised a glass to next sea¬ 
son, as Northampton fans always do. 

Champions next season should be the club’s 
motto.

Chris Wilder has revealed 
that there was ‘big interest’ 
from other clubs in midfield 
duo Joel Byrom and Jason 
Taylor - which accelerated 
the need to tie down the pair 
to new contracts. 

Both players put pen to 
paper on fresh two-year deals 
last week and Cobblers boss 
Wilder knew he needed to act 
fast to retain two of his key 
assets. 

He is putting off any further 
contract negotiations until 
after Saturday’s final League 
Two game of the season 
against Wycombe, but could 
not wait to secure the future 
of a midfield combination 
that has been pivotal in 
recent weeks. 

“They’ll have had obvious 
interest from other clubs,” 
said Wilder. “We have to take 
that into account because of 
how well they’ve done for us. 

“People ask ‘why haven’t we 
dealt with the other ones?’ 

“These ones we had to deal 
with as there was big interest 
from other clubs. The boys 
didn’t want to go elsewhere, 


but you have to respect the 
fact other clubs have shown 
interest and they’ve got to 
look after themselves as well, 
so we decided to do those at 
the appropriate time. 

“Since January they’ve been 
pivotal in our upturn in for¬ 
tunes and results, they’ve 
given us a real good base to 
go and get some wins so it 
was important we got those 
two done. 

“I’m not dealing with any 
more contracts this week. We 
dealt with a couple of con¬ 
tracts last week, we thought 
the timing was right to do so 
with those players. 

“But the others I’m not deal¬ 
ing with this week.” 

Wilder added that he was 
happy with the progress 
made this season after the 
relegation battle last time out 
and he has made no secret of 
his desire to strengthen over 
the summer. 

Northampton’s faint play¬ 
off hopes were finally extin¬ 
guished on Saturday with a 
3-1 defeat at champions elect 
Burton Albion, which left the 
Cobblers in tenth and level 
on points with 11th placed 
Exeter City. 

Town cannot climb any fur¬ 
ther so their focus now is on 


not dropping any positions 
with a finish as low as 13th 
possible ahead of the clash 
with promotion chasing 
Wycombe. 

“I’m fully focused on 
Saturday and sending our 
supporters home happy,” 
said Wilder. 

“Getting into the top ten 
will be an achievement from 
where we were last year. 

“Ultimately we’re disap¬ 
pointed because we feel we 
should have got a little bit 
closer to the play-offs. 

“But we learn the lesson 
from this year, build again in 
the summer and as I said 
regarding the Burton situa¬ 
tion it’s very rare you stick a 
load of players together and 
they go and get automatic 
promotion. 

“So we’re building all the 
time, we’ll make the deci¬ 
sions in the summer. We’ll 
recruit the way we want to 
recruit and we’ll go again to 
improve on our league posi¬ 
tion going into next year. 

“Obviously if we finish in 
the top ten the next target 
will be to finish in the top 
seven or higher and we feel 
we can do that if we have a 
fair run with injuries and we 
recruit well in the summer.”
